The  Natural  Helpers  are  out  to  save  the  world.  This  program  teaches  young  students 
leadership  skills  and  provides  them  with  knowledge  of  various  subjects  that  are  prob- 
lems for  young  people  such  as  teenage  pregnancy,  child  abuse,  drug  and  alcohol 
abuse,  divorce  and  depression.  Various  extracurricular  activities  that  branch  from  the 
Natural  Helpers  program  are  S.A.D.D.,  Clean  Team,  and  Snowball.

VICA  is  a  two  period  class  where  students  learn  to  work  on  cars  and  trucks.  There  is 
a  class  in  the  morning  and  one  in  the  afternoon.  However,  VICA  is  not  just  a  bunch  of 
guys  working  on  cars  and  getting  dirty.  There  is  a  lot  more  to  this  class  than  that. 
There  is  a  sense  of  brotherhood  within  it.  Sometimes  this  class  is  the  only  family  some 
of  these  students  will  ever  experience.
